The giant ship, carrying 22 passen­ 
gers and a crew of 40 men, landed at 
the airport just 55 hours and 20 m in­ 
utes after it had taken off from Lake­ 
hurst, N. J., at 11:42 P. M. last W ed­ 
nesday night, thus lowering her own I 
record for the flight by 13 hours and I 
26 minutes. 
It was regarded by m any J 
experts as the most sensational flight j 
ever accomplished by a lighter-than- 
air craft. 
It was a trium ph for the Zeppelin 
type of dirigible and a trium ph for 
the skill of Dr. Hugo Eckener, com­ 
m ander of the Graf, whose faiths in 
his ship did not w aver even w hen it

SPECIAL TRAIN NOT 
’DOG,’ SAYS COOLIDGE 


Necessity for Executive, Says 
Former President. 


New York.—Calvin Coolidge, who 
went Into the office of President of 
the United States with the idea that 
traveling on special trains was official 
pomp and swank, Is now convinced 
that It is a necessity. Even if a Presi­ 
dent chooses to ride on a regular train 
With other people, railroads cannot 
afford to penult lf, Coolidge declares 
in his latest article in Hie American 
Magazine. 
“However much he may deplore it,” 
says die former Chief Executive, “tile 
President censes to he an ordinary 
citizen. In order to function at all. 
lie has to he surrounded with many 
safeguards. If these were removed for 
only a short time, Tie would he over­ 
whelmed by Cie people who would 
surge In upon him. In traveling It 
would have been agreeable to me to 
use the regular trains which are open 
to the public. I did so once or twice. 
But I found It made great difficulty 
for the railroads. They reported that 
it was unsafe because they could riot 
take the necessary precautions.*’ 
Run as Extra Section. 
The problem was solved, says the 
Ex-President, by running an extra sec­ 
tion of a regular train for Hie 
ex­ 
clusive 
use of the 
President 
and Ids 
party. 
Coolidge, however, 
seldom 
availed 
himself of a private car 
on 
tile special train, which was always 
offered by the railroads. Only once, 
In his recollection, was the offer of a 
special car accepted and Ilion because 
Mrs. Coolidge had been 111 and needed 
extra comfort. 
Coolidge declares lie was not given 
much to travel during Ids administra­ 
tion but the trips he made convinced 
him that the government should own a 
private car for tile use of the Presi­ 
dent when lie leaves tile capital. “Tile 
pressure on him is so great, the re­ 
sponsibilities are so heavy, that it is 


ii wise public policy, In order to se­ 
cure Ids hest services, to provide him 
with such ample facilities that lie will 
he relieved as far as possible from nil 
physical inconveniences,” lie declares. 
On any Presidential trip much de­ 
tail is Involved, Coolidge continues. 
One or two secret service men must 
go to the end of the Journey several 
days ahead. His route of travel aud 
every street arid building lie is to visit 
must be inspected. The secret service 
men also approve the order of cere­ 
monies and often, lf the police force is 
inadequate, they arrange for addition­ 
al military or naval forces to aid local 
authorities. 
The 
President’s 
aides, 
other secret service men, some of the 
president's office force and house serv­ 
ants have to he taken along. 
Facili­ 
ties must also he provided for a large 
retinue of newspaper correspondents 
and cameramen. 
I ake Precautions. 
Every switch that a Presidential 
tralu goes over must be spiked down. 
Every freight train that he passes is 
stopped and every passenger tralu 
slowed down to ten miles an hour. 
Speaking from Hie hack end of 
trains is a lost practice with the com­ 
ing of the loud speaker, Coolidge says, 
adding: ‘‘It was never my practice to 
speak from reur platforms. The con­ 
fusion is so great that few people 
could have heard and it does not seem 
to me very dignified. When the Presi­ 
dent speaks, It ought to be an event. 
About the only time I spoke from a 
train was at Bennington, in Septem­ 
ber, 1928. where I expressed my af­ 
fection for the people and the state 
of Vermont. 
I found that tile love I 
had for the hills where I was born 
touched c responsive chord In the 
heart* of the whole nation.’’

The good grade cows had calves 
weighing

cows. 
Their calves were worth $1 
per hundred more—making a differ­ 
ence for Hie year of $15.91 more in fa­ 
vor of the calves out of the good grade 
cows. 
From every angle in the cattle pro­ 
duction business, a good sire is a 
necessity and a good cow herd Is a 
great help in the production of beef 
that will return a profit. 


Proper Care of Horse's 
Feet Often Neglected 
An Important but ofttimes neglect­ 
ed Job is to trim the feet of farm 
horses. 
In dry weather the feet be­ 
come tough and hard and it is dilli- 
cuit to do anything with them. 
How­ 
ever, following a rain, or a spell of 
damp weather, they will cut easily, 
and it is no great effort to get them 
into shape for the season’s work. 
Most farmers own a rasp which can 
be used to tile down the rough, un­ 
sightly edges of the hoofs which have 
grown during the winter. 
Few farm 
horses are expected to work on ce­ 
ment or concrete roadways and they 
do not have shoes. 
A little judicious 
trimming at this time will give the 
horse better grip on the ground and 
more confidence to go at heavy pulls. 
The colts, also, should not be forgot­ 
ten for the care which you give tile 
feet of a colt may govern to a large 
extent the conformation of his legs ut 
maturity. 


Find Lambs on Pasture 
Are Most Profitable 
; Lambs produced on pasture are 
more profitable, Is Hie conclusion of 
Purdue 
university 
agricultural 
ex­ 
periment 
station 
after 
two years’ 
work. 
When ewe and lambs were 
both fed on grain and hay tile profit 
per lamb amounted to $1.11, and when 
both were pastured on timothy, oats 
and alfalfa pastures, the profit per 
lamb amounted to $9.81. 
“The mar­ 
ket finish of the two sets of lambs was 
Hie same,” said Claude Harper, sheep 
specialist. 
“Does It pay to feed lambs on pas­ 
ture V” is a question often asked by 
Hoosier farmers. 
Purdue found that 
lambs developed on pasture returned 
a profit of $9.81 and lambs fed grain 
on pasture returned a profit of $9.97 
per lamb above feed costs. 


Red Clover Excellent 
Pasture for the Hogs 
lli'd clover makes an excellent pas­ 
tina' for hogs and ranks close to al­ 
falfa as a forage. 
From the stand­ 
point of the average farmer or hog 
feeder, it will probably be the most 
used forage crop particularly because 
it lits better into almost any system 
of crop rotation than does alfalfa. 
However, it will not usually support 
quite so many head per acre, nor will 
the forage season be quite so long, but 
lf not pastured tqo closely and not al­ 
lowed to go to seed, it will generally 
produce an abundance of good forage 
all summer. 
An acre of clover should 
furnish ample pasture for from 8 
to IO shotes if properly handled. 
Clover is high in protein and will re­ 
place a large part of the tankage or 
similar feeds, necessary to get maxi­ 
mum growth. 


Cure for Worms 
Tetraehlorethylene, in single doses, 
lins been found to be approximately 
IOO per cent effective against the sheep 
stomach worm, anil is also very effec­ 
tive against the hook-worm and some 
of the other rouud-worms found in Hie 
small intestine of the sheep. The 
drug is given In capsules, in doses of 
five cubic 
centimeters. The animal 
should not be fed for 12 hours before 
treatm ent 
If 
possible, 
the 
drug 
should be administered by a veteri­ 
narian.

CAKES FOR THE PICNIC 


No picnic Is complete without a va­ 
riety of cakes. Small ones are moat 
convenient 
for serving 
and liked t e best 
Oatmeal Macaroons.— 
Take 
one 
and 
three- 
fourths cupfuls of rolled 
oats, 
put through the 
m e a t g r i n d e r after 
browning 
well 
in 
the 
oven, add one teaspoon­ 
ful of salt, one-half cup­ 
ful of sugar and one ta­ 
blespoonful 
of 
butter, 
blended with the sugar. Flavor with 
vanilla and add a beaten egg. Drop 
by spoonfuls on a baking sheet and 
bake until crisp in a hot oven. 
Raisin Drop Cakes.—Take four ta­ 
blespoonfuls of shortening, one cupful 
of sugar, one beaten egg, two-thirds 
of a cupful of milk, one and three- 
fourths cupfuls of flour, three tea­ 
spoonfuls of baking powder, salt and 
one beaten egg, one cupful of seeded 
raisins, one teaspoonful of vanilla. 
Cream the shortening; add sugar; 
when well blended add the beaten egg 
and milk alternately with the flour 
which lins been well sifted with the 
dry Ingredients. Bake in small cake 
tins. Sprinkle with sugar before plac­ 
ing in the oven. 
Chocolate Cookies.—Cream one-half 
cupful of shortening, add one cupful 
cr sugar, one well beaten egg, one- 
fourth teaspoonful of salt, two ounce* 
of melted chocolate, two and one-half 
cupfuls of flour, two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder and one-fourth cupful 
of milk. 
Butter Wafers.—Take one cupful of 
butter, two cupfuls of sugar, two well- 
beaten eggs, one-third of a cupful of 
milk, one-fourth teaspoonful of soda, 
flavor with vanilla, add flour enough 
to roll very thin. Cut into rounds and 
bake in a hot oven. Sprinkle with 
sugar before baking. 
Drop Cookies.—Take one cupful of 
shortening, two cupfuls of sugar, Ave 
cupfuls of flour, one cupful of sour 
cream, three eggs, two teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, salt and flavoring. 
Mix and drop with a teaspoon and 
flatten with a tumbler dipped in sug­ 
ar.

UNKNOWN ISLANDS 
IN PACIFIC OCEAN 


Area Near Equator Not Ade­ 
quately Charted. 


Washington.—Even though modern 
mapmakers have charted almost every 
scrap of land on the earth, whether 
large or small, there may still be 
some uncharted islands in the vast 
stretches of the Pacific. 
Successors 
to Defoe, wishing to write of an un­ 
known island upon which their hero 
is shipwrecked, might still do so with­ 
out fear of contradiction if they placed 
It in the Pacific ocean, slightly south 
of the equator and about IOO miles 
south of the Caroline islands. 
This 
region is to the north of New Guinea; 
It is out of the way of steamer tracks 
and bas never been adequately charted. 
But, on the whole, Robinson Crusoe 
would have a difficult time today try­ 
ing to find an unknown desert Island 
to get wrecked upon. 
In his time, a 
little more than 200 years ago, the 
Pacific ocean was dotted with thou­ 
sands of unknown, uncharted islands, 
both verdure-clad and barren. 
Recalls Selkirk’s Isle. 
The profusion 
of these oceanic 
oases, especially in the equatorial re­ 
gion, and the fact thai they were not 
placed on any stilling charts, made 
it an easy matter to pick out a nice, 
lonely island as remote from the 
world of men as a comer lot on Mars. 
Alexander Selkirk, the original Rob­ 
inson Crusoe, lived on the island of 
Juan Fernandez, 360 miles west of 
Valparaiso, for three years without 
seeing another human being. 
The story of the discovery and 
charting of the Pacific’s islands is a 
fascinating tale, replete with romance 
and studded with the names of many 
doughty adventurers. 
Islands have 
been discovered, lost, and in some 
cases 
rediscovered. 
The 
Solomon 
Island*, for Instance, were lost for two 
centuries and then found again. Most 
interesting; however, are those phan­ 
tom isles, sighted once or twice by 
mariners of sailing ships and then 
never seen again. 
A great deal of 
this island hide-and-seek was due to 
uncertain 
methods 
of 
determining 
latitude and longitude at sea. 
The 
rest was due to the sighting of float­ 
ing patches of marine life which, at 
a distance, looked like islands, to sub­ 
marine earthquake and volcanic ac­ 
tion which might push a mass above 
the surface of the water temporarily, 
and to the ever-actlve imaginations of 
deep-water sailors. 
Thousand Phantoms Reported. 
Fifty years ago, more than a thou­ 
sand tiny phantom isles were re­ 
ported to freckle the Pacific's 70,- 
000,000 square 
miles. 
The United 
States Hydrographic office, Rf that 
time, published a “list of reported 
dangers In the Pacific ocean.” 
The 
list, in three volumes, contained over 
3,000 
reported 
shoals, 
reefs, 
and 
islands, most of them with the nota­ 
tion, “existence doubtful” or “posi­ 
tion doubtful.” 
To day, the majority 
of these reported dangers, especially 
the islands, have definitely “disap­ 
peared.” 
So have sea serpents and 
the other chimeras which once did 
the adrenalin act to adventurous sail­ 
ors’ hearts. 
Although possible, It Is improbable 
that other islands may be discovered 
In the vastness of the Pacific wilder­ 
ness of waves.

Fall pigs should he given a chance 
to run on forage crops for a tim e 
a fte r weaning, says the anim al hus- 
I bandry departm ent of the Ohio State 
university. 
This practice will give 
them a better sta rt for the long win­ 
te r m onths. Fall pigs demand the best 
of attention to feeding and handling 
lf they are to he profitable to the 
grower. 
D uring the grow frig and fattening 
periods concentrates fed to the pigs 
should he of high energy value with 
some protein supplem ent, or a combi­ 
nation of protein supplem ents. Corn 
probably Is the hest feed from the 
point of energy value, hut m ust he 
balanced 
with 
high 
protein 
foods. 
.Skim milk and butterm ilk, bort* of 
them high In protein and m ineral m ut­ 
ter, are good to balance grains. Two 
and one-half to three pounds of milk 
should he fed with one pound of corn 
for 50-pound pigs. 
As tile anim als 
grow the proportion of milk may be 
decreased. 
Tankage, fish meal, alfalfa meal or 
oil meal should he fed w here milk Is 
not available. 
A com bination of 150 
per cent fish meal or tankage, 25 
per cent alfalfa meal, and 25 per 
cent oil meal has been successfully 
used with corn or other feed to start 
the pigs. About 15 to 20 per cent of 
the protein supplem ent should he fed 
in tile beginning, and gradually de­ 
creased until at the finishing period 
only about 5 per cent is fed.

Tried Sows Found Most 
Profitable as Breeders 
Old sows may fie more profitable 
than gilts for next spring’s crop of 
pigs, says E. F. Perrin of the anim al 
husbandry departm ent at University 
Farm . 
“The spring pigs grown tills year 
have had 
very scanty grain allow­ 
ances, consequently most of the gilts 
are sm all and undersized," lie says. 
“These gilts are more m iniature and 
undeveloped 
than 
during 
ordinary 
seasons. 
The litters from gilts such 
as these are apt to lie disappointing 
next spring. 
“On some farm s there are thin sows 
still in the prim e of breeding efficiency 
th at have not yet been fattened for 
m arket because of tile scarcity of 
grain during the summ er. These sows 
will yield a good profit if bred to fa r­ 
row next spring, providing they take 
tile place of Hie undersized gilts. Tile 
sows can be bred to farrow earlier 
than tile gilts and accordingly late 
farrow ing of next year’s crop can be 
avoided. 
“A yearling or two-year-old sow will 
farrow and raise more pigs thun a 
gilt because she is a selected brood 
sow. 
There is alw ays an uncertainty 
as to how a gilt will suckle her lit­ 
ter, while the old sows which have 
been disappointing go to m arket. On 
the average from one and one-lmlf to 
two pigs more per litter can lie raised 
to weaning age from tried sows than 
from gilts.”

One advantage of the self-feeder Is 
that It will probably save some labor, 
but tile am ount of labor saved de­ 
pends somewhat on the size and type 
of tile feeder. 
A small feeder re­ 
quires frequent filling, and practically 
nil feeders require considerable atten ­ 
tion to see th a t the feed is feeding 
down properly. 
Frequent attention 
should be given to see that feed Is 
not being nosed out and wasted and 
that, if the feeds are in separate com­ 
partm ents, tile hogs are not eating too 
much of the protein feeds and not 
enough of the others, or vice versa.
